MEETING WILL BE SOON 





President of Group States 
Officials Undecided 
About Plans 


Contrary to published  state- 
ments of more than a month ago, 
the Ontario chamber of commerce 
is not certain of closing its office 
Feb. 1 and disbanding the organ- 
ization, it appeared today on re- 
ports from officers of the civic 
group. 

Dr. F. F. Abbott, president, said 
that the chamber’s future had 
not been determined. A_ direc- 
tors meeting is to be held soon 
but the executive said no definite 
date had been made for a meet- 
ing. 

“I have nothing to say,’ Dr. 
Abbott explained when he was 
asked if the chamber group 
would follow its announced plat 
of dissolving. “We haven’t de- 
cided for sure what is to be 
done.” 

Ben W. Spencer, secretary of 
the organization for many years, 
said that he had not been advis- 
ed of what the organization was 
going to do but he expected a de- 
cision from the officials some 
time soon. 

The membership committee re- 
cently announced that due to lack 
of support it was advisable for 
the Ontario chamber of com- 
merce to disband. In an an- 
nouncement by the board of di- 
rectors Feb. 1 was given as the 
date for closing the office and 
dissolving. 

Many Ontario business men and 
other residents have expressed 
concern over the possibility of 
not having a central civic organ- 
ization. Due to the fact that the 
chamber leaders are not definite 
in their announcement now as to 
the date for dissolving nears, in- 
dications are that the organiza- 
tion may be continued.

When one has the attitude of 
mind and the ability of Miss Ruth 
Bartlett it may not be so terrible 
to be stone deaf.

Reports of the discussions on 
the labor situation were made 
here today following the meeting 
of the ‘southern council of the 


state chamber of commerce in 
Los Angles yesterday. R. O. 
Price, chairman of the agricul- 





tural committee, and H. H. Thom- 
as of Cucamonga _ represented 
this district at the meeting. 

“The campaign of educating 
the public not to be ‘taken in’ by 
Communists is continuing,” Mr. 
Price said today in vointing out 
that reports were heard from 
various counties. » 

Arrangements were made to 
contact the proper authorities 
concerning the pessible shortage 
of labor during harvest seasons, 
the Uplander said, and it is ex- 
pected that the situation will be 
handled for the best interests of 
everyone. 

The state chamber officials 
went on record endorsing the 
Tydings bill, a measure before 
Congress putting “teeth in the 
law” protecting the army and 
navy from’ Communists, Mr. Price 
said. 

The officials were reported to 
be highly gratified at the survival 
of the citrus and walnut market- 
ing agreements even though 
most of the remainder of the Ag- 
ricultural Adjustment Act was 
declared unconstitutional. 

“Legality of that phase of the

Mr. Price said, he also stating that 
the legal phase of the marketing 
agreements had been thoroughly 
studied before they were ever 
proposed to California and Ari- 
zona growers.

Forest Fire Loss 
Lowest in History 





The forest fire season in South- 
ern California having ended on 
Dec. 20 the best forest fire 
record since the national forests 
were established in this state was 
hung up last year by the forest 
service, according to a report by 
U.S. Regional Forester S. B. Show. 

Man-caused fires were reduced 


lover preceding years and an all- 


time low of 20,600 acres was burn- 
ed in the fire season of 1935, 
which was approached only in 1930 
when 35,000 acres burned. The 
average annual acreage burned 
over in the national forests is 123,- 
000. This record was made in 
spite of having 1,700 fires in the 
national forests, which is over 100 
more than in the average season.
